Decl ares an intent to protect the public to ensure that
only federal, state, and |ocal |aw enforcenent and energency
personnel, public or private, have access to energency
equi pnent and vehi cl es.

Requires that, prior to selling or giving an energency
vehicle to a person or entity that is not a public |aw
enforcenent or energency agency within or outside the state,
public | aw enforcenent or energency agency in another country,
or private anbul ance business within or outside the state, the
sell er or donor nust renove all energency lighting as defined
in rules by the Washington state patrol, radi os, and any other
enmergency equi pnent fromthe vehicles that was not originally
installed by the woriginal vehicle manufacturer. |[If the
equi pnment is not retained or transferred to another public | aw
enforcenent or energency agency within or outside the state,
public | aw enforcenent or energency agency in another country,
or private anbul ance business within or outside the state, the
equi prent nust be dismantled with the individual parts being
recycled or destroyed prior to being disposed of. The agency
must also renove all decals, state and |ocal designated |aw
enforcenent colors, and stripes that were not installed by the
original vehicle manufacturer.

Provides that the sale or donation to a broker
specializing in the resale of energency vehicles, or a
charitabl e organi zation, intending to deliver the vehicle or
equi pnent to a public law enforcenent or energency agency
within or outside the state, public law enforcenent or
enmergency agency in another country, or private anbul ance
business within or outside the state, is allowed wth the
enmergency equi pnent still installed and intact. If the broker
or charitable organization sells or donates the energency
vehicle to a person or entity that is not a public [|aw
enforcement or energency agency, or private anbul ance
busi ness, the broker or charitable organization nust renove
t he equi pment and designations and shall be accountable and
responsi ble for the renoval of the equi pnent and desi gnati ons
not installed on the vehicle by the original vehicle
manuf acturer. Equi pnent not sold or donated to a public |aw
enforcenment or energency agency, or a private anbulance
busi ness, nust be renoved and transferred, destroyed, or
recycled in accordance with this act.
